The following ezcellent letter to the king, from 
the pen of that celebrated barrister, Charles 
Philips, Esq. we doubt not will be read with 
peculiar pleasure, as it relates most particular- 
Jy to the situation of our persecuted queen. he 
is unnecessary to remark on the beauties of tha 
composition : the work will speak for itself: 

Sire, When Ì presumeto address you on 
the subject which afflicts and agitates the coun- 
try, Ì do so with the most profound seatiments 
of respect and loyalty But I am no flatterer. 
1 wish well to your illastrious house, and there- 
‚ fore 1 address you in the tone of simple truth — 
the interests of the king and queen are identifi- 
ed, and her majesty’s advocate must be your’s, 
The degradatiog of any branch of your family, 
must, in some degree, compromise the dignity of 
all, and be assured there is as much danger as 
diseredit in familiarizing the public eye to sach 
a spectacle. Ì have no doubt that the present 
eshibition is not your royal wish; 1 have no 
doubt it is tbe work of wily sycophants and stan- 
derers, who have persuaded you of what they 
know to be false, in the base hope that it may 
turn out to be profitable. With the view, then, 
of warning you against interested hypocrisy, and 
of giving to your heart its naturally humaneand 
noble inzlinatioft, [ invoke your attention to the 
situation of your persecuted consort! Iimptore 
of you to consider whether it would nat be for 
the safety of the state, for the tranguillity af the 
country, for the honor of your house, and for the 
interests alike of royelty end humaaity, thatan 
belpless female should be permitted to pass in 
pesce the few remaining years which uonmerited 
misery has spered to her. 

It is now, Sire, about five-and-twenty years 
since her majesty larded on the shores of Eng- 
land —a princess by birth-—a queen by merriage 
==the celative of kings—and the daughter and 
the sister of « hero. She was then young—di- 
rect fram the indalgence of a paternel court — 
the blessing of her aged parents, of whom she 
was the hope and stay—and happiness shone 
brightly o'eg her; her life had been all sanshine 
—timefor her had only trod on finwers; and if 
the visions which endear, and decorste, end 
hallow home, were vanished for ever, still did 
she resign them for the sacred name of wife, 
the sworn affection of & royal husband, and the 
allegiance of & glorious and gallant people. — 
She was no more to see her noble fat her’s hand 
unhelm the warriors brow to fondle o'er his 
ehi:d—no more for her « mother’s tongue de- 
lighted as it taugh: thatear which never heard 
a straein—that eye which never opened on « 
scene, but those of careless, crimeleas, cloud- 
Tess infancy, was now ebout to change its dul- 
cet tones and fairy visions for the accent and 
the country of the stranger. But she had heard 
the character of Britons—she knew that chi- 
valry end courage co-existed—she knew that 
where the brave man and the free man dwelt 
the very name of woman bore a churmed sway; 
and where the voice of England echoed your 
royal pledge, to “love, and worship, and cleave 
to her alone,” she bat looked uvpor your Sire’s 
ezample, end your nation’s ennals, and was se- 
tisfied. Pause and contemplate her enviab!e 
station at the hour of these uohappy noptials! 
The created world could scarcely ezhibit « 
more interesting spectacle, There was no 
earthiy bliss of which she was nat either in the 
possession or the ezpectancy. Royal alike by 
birth end by alliance— honoured as the choice 
of England’s heir, reputed the most accom- 
plished gentleman in Europe—her reputation 
spotless as the unfallen snow—her approach 
heralded by a people's prayer, and her footsteps 
oblitersted by an obsequious nobility—bher youth 
like the lovely season which it typified, one 
crowded garland of rich and fragrant blassoms, 
refreshing every eye with present besuty, and 
filling every heart with promised benefits! No 
waoder that she feared no famine in that 
spring-tide of her happiness-—no wonder that 
the speech was rapture, and her step was booy- 
ancy! Sbe was the darling of parents’ hearts 
—s kingdom was her dower—her very glance, 
like the sun of heaven, diffased light, and 
warmtb, and lazury around it--in her public 
bour, fortune concentred «ll its rays upon her, 
and when she sbrank from its too radiant noon, 
it was within the shelter of e,husband's love, 
which God and nature, and duty and morality, 
assured her unrelactant faith should be eternal. 
Such was she then, all joy and hope, and gene- 
rous credulity, the eredality that springs from 
honour and from innocence. And who could 
blame it? You had a world to chuse, and she 
was your selection—your ages were compatible 
—your births were equel—you bad drawn her 
from the house where she was honoureble and 
heppy—you had a prodigal allowance showered 
on you by the people—you had bowed your 
anointed head before the altar, end swarn by 
its majesty to cherish and protect her, and this 
you did in the preseoce of that moral natioa 


from whom you hold the crown, and in the’ 


face of that church of which you are the guar- 
dien. The ties which bound you were of na 
ordinary texture—you stood not in the situa- 
zion of some secladed profligete, whose brutal 
satiety might leave its victim to a deatk: of soli- 
Shde, where no eve could see, nor echo tell che 


quiverings of her agony. Your elevation was 
too luminous and too lofty to be overlooked, and 
the, who confided with a vestal’s faith ends vir- 
gin’s purity in your honour and your mora's, 
had a corroborative pledge in that pub:icity; 
which could not leave her to suffer or be sinned 
against in secret, All the calculutions of her 
reason, all evidence of her experience, combin- 
ed their confirmation. Her own parental home 
Was purity îtself, and your’s might have bound 
republicans to royalty; it woald have been 
little less than treasoo to have doubted you; 
and, oh ! she was right to brush away the paint- 
ed vermin that infest a court, who would have 
withered up her youthfal heart with the wild 
errars of your ripe minority! Oh! she wasright 
to trast the honour of * Pair England's” heir, 
and weigh but as « breath-blown grain vf dust 
a thousand follies and a tliousand faults balan- 
eed aguinst the conscience of her husband, She 
did confide,and what has been the consequence ? 

History must record it, sice, when the bright- 
est gem in your diadem shall have mouldered, 
thet this young, confiding, inexperienced crea- 
ture had scarcel} heard the last congratulatory 
address upon her marriage, when she was ex- 
iled from her husband’s bed, banished from her 
hasband’s society and abandoned to the pollu- 
tion of every slanderous sycophant who chose to 
crawl over the rain! Merciful God! was it 
meet to leate « human being so situated, wich 
sll her passions ezcited and enflamed to the im- 
puisesof sachabandonment? Wasit meet thus 
to subject her ine-perienced youth to the scor- 
pion stinging of ezasperated pride, and all its in- 
cidental natural temptations? Wes it right to 
fling the shedow of a husband's frown upon the 
then unsullied snow of her reputation ? Up to 
the blight of that all.wichering haur no human 
tongue dared to esperse her character.

Am | voer low'y 
subject, to understand that Í may kneel befure 
the throne of God, and promise canjngal felicity 
till death, and seif-absolve myself whetever mo- 
ment it suits my ““ ioclination”’ 2 Nat so will 
that mitred bench who see her mnajesty arrAigo- 


| ed before them read to you this ceremony.— 


‘They will tell you it ie the most solerma ordi- 
nance of man-—consecrated by the approviang 
presence of our Saviour—ackmowledged by the 
whole civilized commaunity_—the source of life’s 
purest pleasures, and of death’s happiest conso- 
lations —the rich fountain of our life and being, 
whose draugbt not only purifies existence, but 
Causes man to live in his posterity;—they will 
tell you that it cannot perish by “ inclination,” 
but by crime, and that if there is any differenoe 
between the prince and the peasant who invoke 
Hs obligation, it is in the mors enlerged duty 
entailed upon him,to whom the Almighty has 
vouchsafed the influence of an example. 
‚Thus, then, within one year after her mer- 
Tiage, was she Bung “like a loathsome weed” 
upon the world, no cause assigaed except your 
toathing inclination ! It mattered nothing, that, 
for you she had surrended all her worldiy pras- 
pects—that she had left ker home, her parents, 
and her country —thet she had confided in the 
hohour of « prince, and the heart of « man, and 
the faitb of a Christian ;she had, it seems, ia one 
little year ‘“ outiived your liking,” and the poor, 
abandoned, branded, heart-rent outcast, must 
bear it all in silence, for—she was a defenceless 
woman and a stranger. Letuny maa of ordinary 
feeling think oa her situation at thie trying crisis, 
end say he does not feel his heart’s blood boil 
within him! Poor unfortuaste ! who could 
have envied her ber salaried shame aad her roy- 
al humilation ? ‘The lowest pessant in her re- 
versionary realm was happy in the comparison. 
The parents that loved her were far, far away — 
the friends of her youth were in another lund— 
she was alone and among strangers. and he who 
should have rushed between her and the bolt of 
keaven, left her exposed to a rude warld’s ca- 
prices. And yet she lived, and lived without a 
murmer ; her tears were silent—her sigh1 were 
lonely; and when yon perhaps in the rich bleze 
ofearth’s magniticenee forgot that sucha wretch 
ezisted, no reproach of ber’s awoke vour slum- 
bering memory. Perhaps she eherished the vi- 
sionary hope, that the babe whose * perilous ig- 
fancy” she cradled, might one day be her hapless 
mother'sadvocate } How fondiy did she trace 
esch faint resermbiance ! Each little casual pe- 
ternels smile, which played upon the features of 
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that eild, and might eome distant day be her re- 
demptian! How, as it lisped the sacred mame 
of Father, did she hope its innocent infant tone 
might yet awake wichin that fathes’s breast some 
fond association! Oh, secred fancies! Oh, 
sweet and solemn visions af u mother— who but 
must hullow thee! Blest be the day dream that 
beguiles her heart, and robes each cloud that 
hovers ver her child in airy coloursof that heart's 
creation! ‘To soon lifes wintry wbirlwind mast 
come to sweep the prismed vapour into nothing. 

Thus, Sire, for many and manya heary year 
did your deserted queen beguile her solitude. 
Meanwhile for you a flattering world essumed 
its Aartot smiles the ready lie denied your errors, 
the ritlain courtier defied each act, which in an 
husnble man was merely duty, and mid the din 
of pomp, and mirtb, und revelry, if remorse 
spoke, 'twas inarticutate, Believe me, Sire, 
when all the tongues that flsttercd you are 
tnute, and all the gaudy pageants tbat deceived 
you are noc even « shadow,an awful voice will 
usk in thunder, did your poor wife deserve this 
trestment, merely from some diste-te of “ in- 
clination ?” It must beanswered. Did not the 
altar’s vow demand a strict Adelity, and was it 
nota solean and a sworn duty, * far better and 
for worse,” to watch and tend her— courect her 
waywardness by gentle chiding, and flìng the 
fandness of en hasband’s love between her er- 
tors end the world? It must be answered, 
where the pourest rag upon the poorest beggar 
in your realm shall have the splendour of à co- 
ronation germent,. 

Sad, alas! were these sorrows of her solitude; 
but sad us they were, they were but in their in- 
faney. The first blow passed—a sccund and 
severer followed. The darling child, over whose 
couch she shed her silent tear—upon whose 
head she poured her daily benedictidn—in 
whose infant smile she lived, end woved, aud 
had her being, was torn away, and in the mo- 
ther’s sweet endeerments she cvuld no longer 
lose tbe miseries of the wite. [ler father, end 
her laureled brother too, upon the fi-id of bat- 
tle, sealed « life of glory, happy in « soldier’s 
deeth, far happier that this diewiful day wae 
spered them! Her sole vucviving parent fol- 
lowed soon, and though they left her almost a- 
lone on earth, yet bow could che regret them P 
she has at least the bitter consolstion. thiut their 
poor child's miseries did not break their hearts. 
Oh, miserable woman! mee tu rejuice over 
the very grave of her kindred. in mournful gra- 
titude thet their hearts are marble. 

During « long probstion of exiie and of woe, 
bereft of parents, country, child end husband, 
she bad one solace still-—her character was un- 
blemisbed. By arefinement upon crue!ty, even 
thet eonsolstion mes denied her. Twice had she 
to underge the inquisition of « secret tria!,‚origin: 
ting in foul conspiracy, and ending in complete 
&cquittal, The charity of het mature was inade 
the souree of erime— The peculiarities insepara- 
bie from her birth were made the ground of ac- 
cusation—her very servants were questioned 
shether every thougbt,and ward, and look, and 
gesture, and visit, were nut all eo many vvert 
acts of edultery ;and when hei most sacred mo. 
ments had been heurtlessiy erplored, the tardy 
verdict which freed her from the guilt, coeld not 
absolve her from the humiiieting conscinusness 
of the accusation, Your grecivus fsther, ìn- 
deed, with s benevolence of heart more royu! 
than his royalty, interposed hisarm between in- 
nocance end punishment; for punishment 1 was, 
most deep and grievons, to meet discountes 
ganoe from _&l yoor family, and see the fame 
which had defied all proof, made the capsicivus 
sport of hint and ineinuation, wbiie tbat fuuher 
lived, she still bad some pretection ; even in his 
night of life there wasa sanctity about him 
which ewed the daring of the highway slanderer 
— his honest, open, genuine English look. wouid 
have silenced & whale bandisti of Itutiens.— 
Your father acted upon the priociples be pro- 
fessed—he W&s not more reverenced as a king 
than he was beloved and respected asa man; 
and no doubt he felt how poignant it must have 
been to be denounced ass criminal, without 
crime, and treated as a widow iu her husband’s 
life-time. But death was busy with her best 
protectors. and the venerebie form is lifelers 
now, which would have shielded « daughter and 
a Branswick. He would have warned the Mi- 
lan panders to beware the honour of his ancient 
houss ; he would have told them, thata prying, 
pettifogging, Parchased inquisition upon the un- 
conscious privacy of a royel female, was not in 
the spirit of the English character; he woud 
have disdained the pecty larceny of any diplo- 
matic pick-pocket ; end he would hare told the 
whole rabble of Italian informers end swindling 
ambassadors, that hisdaughter’sexistenceshouid 
not become a perpetual proscription ; that she 
was doub!y allied ta him by buu and marri- 
age ;und Lhat those who ezacted alla wife's 
obedience, should have previously prucured for 
ber a husband’s counteuunce. God reward him ! 
There is not a father or an husband in she lend, 
whose heart does not at thes mument make a 
pilgrimage to his monument.
